LBJ to Avoid 
Complaints 
of ME Action

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Johnson Administration's close 
ties with Congress on the Middle 
East crisis are viewed at the 
Capitol as a move to avoid the 
type of complaints that arise 
frequently over Vietnam policy.

source said, the administration 
wants to be sure there is no ba- 
sis for allegations Congress has 
not been fully informed or con- 
sulted.

With Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey act- 
ing as chief arranger, Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk and Secre-

meeting with congressmen in 
eight days.

Congressional criticism over

The name of Augustus H. Garland j 


of Arkansas is a household word with i 
every student of Arkansas history.! 
He was known far and wide as the 
most brilliant man in the legal pro* 
fession in his day—so said Gladstone, 
the great British statesman. 


-• Though born in another state, Gus 


Garland is Arkansas' own son. Com- 


. ing from Tennessee with his parents 


when a mere infant, he grew to man- 
hood and spent his life on Arkansas 
soil, 
with 
the exception of a few 


years of his public career in Washing- 
ton City. 


'" The Garlands on coming into this 


state stopped, first on Red river, at, 
or near what is now Garland City, the 
town taking its name from the Gar- 
land family. From the farm on Red 
•river, they moved to Spring Hill, and 
remained there until the year 1844, 
at which time Augustus was ten or 
twelv.e years old, when they moved 
.lo Washington. Mrs. Garland 
was 


•widowed about this time, her hus- 
band having died on the farm. 


A Brilliant Student 


Washington offered the advantages 


.of schools. Mrs. Garland must have 
' had a vision of what her boy was 
"afterward to become, for she imme- 
•diately placed him in school here 
under the tutelage of Colonel Banks, 
who was at the time head of the 
Washington Male academy where the 
-boy soon showed marked intelligence, 
outstripping his classmates in learn- 
'.intf. There were two of the Garland 
•boyr; the other one, Rufus,.was named 
ufter his father. 


They attended college In Kentucky, 


after which they were sent to England 
and completed their education at Ox- 
•ford. In the meantime, Mrs. Garland 
was married to Colonel Thomas Hub- 
'/ard, of Washington, and after the 
boys came home, Colonel Hubbard 
'look Augustus into partnership with 
;him in the law practice, the firm be- 
ing Hubbard & Garland. 


Garland was admitted to the bar in 


the old courthouse 
at 
Washington, 


where his'first cases are recorded. 
. A s every student of state history Is 
.familiar with Garland's achievements 
lut a statesman, we will not go into the 
detail of his public life, but make 
note of Garland as the boy and man.

cost of living index up 70 per 
cent' in Saigon, Since 1962 the 
c ost of living for working fami* 
lies in the capital has rocketed 
300 per cent.

50 per cent mark this year, the 
effect of last summer's curren* 
cy devaluation will be wiped 
out.

Tight control of U.S. military

The library site is on the 


Cambridge bank of the Charles 
River, a scant two blocks from 
the heart of Harvard University 
-the famed Yard. 


And it is only a couple of 


hundred yards from Winthrop 
House where the late president 
lived as a Harvard undergrad- 
uate. 


The library site now is occu- 


pied by the Cambridge yards of 
Boston's transit system, the end 
of the line yard for the Boston- 
Cambridge subway, and for bus 
lines which radiate from Har« 
vard Square. 


The 
Massachusetts 
Bay 


Transportation 
Authority 
is 


•working on plans for use of an 
alternate yard, but so far hasn't 
been able to complete arrange- 
ments to transfer the Cam- 
bridge facilities elsewhere. 


The library corporation se- 


lected the famed New York ar- 
chitect, I. M. Pel, to design the 
library. But his work is being 
delayed because it still isn't cer- 
tain exactly how much of the 
land at the site will be availa- 
ble. 


A spokesman for the library 


believes, however, that con- 
struction may begin by October 
1968 
and that the library may 


open by th« spring of 1970. 


Nineteen million dollars of the 


required $21 million needed for 
land purchase and endowment 
of the John F. Kennedy School 
of Government has been raised, 
and backers see no real prob- 
lem in raising $2 million more. 


Part of the Kennedy center

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Middla East is a can of worms, 
and not nice ones, It's now a 
mixtufe 
of 
hate, religious 


prejudice, faee«3aving, egotism, 
throns-saving, legalisms, and 
probtbiy dirty tricks not yet 
discovered. 


The 111 will between Jordan's 


King Hussein, who got a lot of 
help from th§ United States, and 
Egypt's President Gamftl Abdel 
Nasser, who got a lot of help 
from the Soviet Union, was so 
Intense that on May 2 Nasser 
called Hussein a stooge for the 
American CIA. 


Tuesday Nasser called him 


brother after Hussein traveled 
to Cairo to sign a mutual de- 
tense pact with him against lsr« 
ael. 


Hussein probably did It be- 


cause he was afraid he'd lose 
his throne if he didn't since his 
Jordanians are hopping with 
hatred for the Israelis and full 
of steam for Nasser, who forced 
a showdown with Israel. 


This was fairly typical for 


Nasser. Since his humiliation by 
the Israeli-British-French at- 
tack on Egypt In 1956, Nasser 
has been pretty mousy and lost 
prestige with the other Arab 
leaders. 


But now, since he is in this 


critical situation with Israel, 
they have felt it necessary to 
rally around him, some of them 
probably for the same reason as 
Hussein's. Nasser's ego needed 
something like this, even within 
his own country, where the 
economy is bad and complaints 
were growing. 


Although the Jews and the 


Moslem Arabs who surround 
them are all Semites, it's their 
religion which separates them. 
The Arabs have vowed unrelent- 
ing enmity since the Israelis set 
up their government in the mid- 
dle of the Arab world in 1948. 


Meanwhile, Moscow is giving 


a classic example of temper- 
mental politics, a repeat per- 
formance. 


Immediately after North Ko- 


rea Invaded South Korea in 
1950, the U.N. Security Council 
went into session and passed a 
resolution calling for a cease- 
fire. This paved the way for the 
United States to get into the war 
with U.N. approval. 


The 
Soviets 
might have 


blocked the council action then 
— if it had only been there. But 
it 
had been 
boycotting the 


council for months because Na- 
tionalist China was represented 
on the council and Moscow In- 
sisted that the newly created 
Red China should have the seat. 


Now comes the Mideast crisis, 


and until Thursday, the first of 
June, the Nationalist Chinese 
delegate Is the council presi- 
dent, a job which rotates among 
the 15 council members.

since 1950, and the Soviets and

Strongman of the Middle East for over a 
decade has been Gamal Abdel Nasser, presi- 
dent of the United Arab Republic.

but the United States intervened 
against her old allies and turned 
the canal over to Nasser. Now 
Nasser reviles the United States 
everyday, and France stays con- 
stantly mad at us. 


The way of the transgressor 


may be hard, but harder still is 
the way of the peacemaker. 


Asia Minor always has been 


a hotbed of racial and religious 
dispute, and none of the big na- 
tions are going to involve them- 
selves, deliberately. Rather, the 
indicated 
course of events is 


some local fighting until the local 
parties grow tired and are stale- 
mated. 


But if Nasser keeps on threat 


ening to close international wat- 
erways he will eventually find the 
entire world lined up against 
him— even risking Egypt's pos- 
sible loss of Suez.

Israel-Syria 
Troops Clash 
on Border 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) -Is. 


raeli soldiers clashed with a 
group of Syrian infiltrators near 
the Syrian border early today 
and two Israelis were killed, an 
army spokesman announced. 


The incident took place less 


than a mile from the border at 
the village of Kfar Hanassi, 
populated by American settlers 
the spokesman said. 


One Syrian also was killed in 


the clash, the army said. Four 
Syrians, believed members of 
the Syrian Palestine Command, 
crossed into Israel, the army 
added.

Crack Cong 
GroupRouted, 
150 Killed

SAIGON (AP) - A task tof«(' 


of South Vietnamese paratroop- 
ers lad infantry with thunder- 
ous air and artillery support 
chopped up a crack Communist 
battllon just south of the detnttk 
ttrized zone today and killed it 
least 150 of the enemy, the Viet- 
namese Command announced* 


A few miles to the west U.S. 


Marines were calling In air and 
artillery against a bunkered 
Communist 
ridgellne 
where 


dug-ln North Vietnamese refu- 
lars killed 13 Marines and 
wounded 63 on Thursday. 


The 
fighting raged a few 


miles below the 17th parallel 
dividing 
Vietnam, 
an area 


where 
the Communists have 


shown every willingness to feed 
In fresh troops for a growing 
war of attrition. 


The 5,000-man South Vietnam- 


ese task force of paratroopers, 
Infantry and armored vehicles 
ran into the crack Viet Cone 
708th Mobile Battalion within 
five miles of the U.S. Marine 
base at Dong Ha. 


The South Vietnamese Jumped 


off on a widespread sweep at 
dawn and within hours hit the. 
guerrilla battalion of about 500 
men in a coastal area of sand, 
dunes. Low hills and brush 
where It has long operated. The 
battle northeast of Quang Trl 
City was the third in the area in 
the past two weeks. 
• 


To the west, the Marines were • 


attempting to dislodge the North 
Vietnamese from a low ridge- 
line that gives them observation 
of Con Thien and Camp Carrol, 
two bunkered Marine outposts 
just 
below the demilitarized 


zone. 


In this area where sawgrass 


grows 
five 
feet 
high, the 


Marines hit a strong Communist 
force near noon Thursday and 
battled 
them until sundown, 


running into well prepared bun- 
kers and trenches. 


Inching forward since then, 


the Marines directed a hail of 
artillery and Jet strikes on the 
Red fortifications. 


There was no report yet of 


enemy casualties in the contin- 
uing battle. 


Scattered 
actions and Red 


mortar fire were reported all 
along the area below the zone, 
an area shielding the five politi- 
cally shaky provinces of north- 
ern South Vietnam. Sporadic 
fighting 
also 
was reported 


throughout the five provinces, 
where Communist infiltration 
efforts have concentrated for 
months. 


In the southernmost — Quang 


Ngai — UJ3. Army troops sent 
last month to relieve pressure 
on the Marines pursued a Red 
force dislodged from a mile-long 
bunker complex by naval gun- 
fire Thursday. A spokesman 
said that no details had been 
received on what was found In 
the bunkered fortress uncovered 
by the fiery naval rocket bar- 
rage. 


Serious fighting also was re- 


ported in the Mekong delta, 
where the Reds mortared the 
provincial capital of Tan An 23 
miles from Saigon.
